Kentucky politics which has been expounded, il- 
lustrated' and adorned by your dead a» well as 
your living heroes and statesmen, Kentucky 
Whiggery and Kentucky Conservatism. I don't 
know unless itbe on these grounds, why you have 
elected me to carry your flag in the contest that 



is to come off this Summer. 

Be the reason what it may, I am induced to 
hope and believe, that so far at least as the se 
lection of myselt is concerned, I may augur fa- 
vorably lor the cause of the people. 1 conclude 
tbe Opposition of Kentucky have resolved to 
lake tbe work into their own hands, and that 
they, with uncommon ardor, and unusual zeal in 
tend to support the bumble standard bearer whom 
tbey have elected to do battle lor the principles 
upon which tbey have this day planted them 
•elves. 

I am the more reconciled to this appointment, 
and am tbe more deeply grateful for and flatter 
ed by it, wben I recollect the men Irom whom 
it has come. When 1 consider that you are a 
beaten party — that even in the days of your glo- 
ry, when vour great statesman himself grasped 
your flag in bis hand, you went down, time and 
again, before the cohorts ol Democracy, and 
that before and since his death, delea. was and 
ever has been unable to decrease tbe fervor el 
your patriotism or damp tbe ardor of your cour 
age, J am the prouder to have received such an 
honor at your hands, (Loud applause;) when 1 
recollect that no glittering office invites you to 
Frankfort; that you have no convenient Execu- 
tive, holding the patronage of an hundred mil- 
lions a year, and a hundred thousand offices to 
pai eel out amongst his pretoiian followers, that 
there are none of these incentives to invite you 
from your distant homes, to assemble here in such 
numbers to consult lor the public weal, I am the 
prouder to be your standard bearer. I know 
that nothing but your devotion to the Constitu 
tion and your love of the Union could have 
brought you here, since those great incentive* to 
a stirring political contest are wanting. 

You have done a good work to day, my couo 
In men, in the stand you have taken, and in tbe 
principles you have promulgated — a work that I 
trust, will bear rich fruits — a work of peace, 
of love, of patriotism — a work that may be 
iastrumeuial, at least, iu reconciling the people 
of our common country once more — a work 
worthy ol the past fame of Kentucky as the 
home rf conservatism, and as the most deeply 
devoted of all the sisterhood of States to this 
Uuiou. 1 can stand upon that platform. I can 
give It my most hearty concurrence; it is a plat 
form so just; so iu accordance with the cousti 
tution and the laws; so necessary in view of past 
and transpiring events, that 1 know not how any 
party in all the land can refuse iu support. 

Your platform starts out with declaring your 
adhesion and devotion to the Constitution aa 
expounded by the great tribunal appointed by 
the instrument itself. It seems to me there is no 
man so base as to refuse bis adherence to that 
principle. There are men indeed, wbo contend 
that there is a higher law than the Constitution; 
wild and crazy men are these who say there is a 
higher law than the constitution, and who detect 
tome fancied antagonism between tbe con9titu 
tion of their country and the great moral princi- 
ples which the Creator of the Universe has estab 
li'hed. They are few in numbers as they are con 
temptible in every respect. 1 he great body ol the 
people believe that this Government rests upon the 
moral law declared by revelation and approved 
by reason, and that it is the wisest ever devised 
by tuan; the great body of the people yield, and 
will readily yield obedience to the Constitution 
and the laws. 

You advance the proposition that you will ad 
here to the advice given you by "the Father of 
bis country" in his parting address. You say 
to the people of the North and South that you 
will be governed by Washington's farewell ad 
dress and the principles therein inculcated. — 
That is a platform broad enough for all this na- 
tion to stand upon iu this hour of treason and of 
danger If every American citizen will take to 
his heart the principles ol that Patriot as written 
for his guidance, this noise of sectional coutro 
versy will be hushed, and people that now frown 
tbe one at the other across an imaginary line, 
will be drawn together in the embrace of broth 
•rbood. 

You declare that tbe institution of slavery in 
States where it exists must uot be molested; that 
you will defend it by all tbe ganctions-of law, ol 
morals and of physical force. I do not under- 
stand that any party except the very extremists 
of the Abolitionists avow an ioteut to touch it in 
such Stales. 1 understand all the Republicans, 
those wbo follow Seward, and those wtio fo.low 
Cerwin — to say that they do not seek to inter 
fere with it in tbe Slates. 

Again, yon declare the fugitive slave law must 
be enforced. 1 understand the Republicans, 
many of them, are willing to enforce it; I under 
stand Abraham Lincoln to have declared during 
bis contest with Douglas, that if he were elected 
a Senator of the U. S. he would feel bound by 
his oaib of office to maintain tbe fugitive slave 
law; and that even if there were none in exist- 
ence it would be his bounden duty to- give us 
such a law to return our fugitive, else he would 
be a perjured man. I understand Corwin and 
others to have said the same, because they find 
it iu the Constitution that fugitives shall be re 
turned. (Loud applause.) 

You have again declared that yon adhere to 
tbe principles settled in the compromise meas 
ures of 1«50; that you do uot believe the inbub 
itants of a territory have an inherent right of 
self government derived from Almighty God, 
or lrom any other less sacred source; that you 
believe they have no right of government ex 
cept such as is conferred upon them by the rep 
retentativesof tbe people of these States to whom 
the territory belongs, and in whom its sovereignty 
exists. You recoguize, however, the right of tbe 
people of a territory, when tbey come to form a 
State Constitution, to settle their domestic insti- 
tutions, of whatever character, for themselves, 
denying it only in the intermediate state of ter 
ritorial existence. In other words you denounce 
the odious and contemptible principle of "Squat- 
ter Sovereignty." (Cries of 'good,' and loud 
applause.) Who disagrees with us on this point. 
W bat party North or South disagrees with us on 
that pointV If there be any such party in the 
world it is the Democratic party. (Applause.) 

It is certain that the followers of tbe Illinois 
ian disagree with us on that point, but I believe 
all the balance of tbe people of the United 
States are agreed with us that this right of the 
inhabitants of a territory derived from Almighty 
Cod or elsewhere; this inherent right of self, 
government, is a fallacy and a monstrosity. 

You have also declared here, in the face of 
the people of Kentucky, and of tbe United 
Slates, that you are opposed to tbe re opening of 
the African Slave trade. Such a declaration 
was due from you. It is a living issue. The 
Alrican Slave trade baa, in fact, been re opened; 
eargoes of Africans, freshly imported, have been 
landed upon our shores, and the men who have 
been guilty of the acts once declared a piracy, 
have gone "unwbipped of justice." Large num 
bers of men openly sanctiou this violation of an 
•spresa act of Congress, and strangely enough, 
those very men who say all they waut is the en- 
forcement of the laws and the observance of 
the Constitution, have themselves set this 
great snd damning example of defiance to law. 

This traffic is not only sustained by exception 
al advocates, but the most distinguished states 



gaoized, tbey have the right, and it will be their 
policy, to apply to tbose Territories the Missouri 
restriction or the Wilmot proviso. They claim 
they have tbe rigbt to restrict slavery in the Ter 
ritories, to dedicate all future States to free la 
bor. W ell, if that is a living issue, let us exam 
ine it. What territory now can be the subject of 
the power? Kansas is ready to be admitted in 
to the Union; it may be the pleasure of Con 
gress to admit Kansas this winter; I know not 
whether they will enfore the provisions of tbe 
English bill, but, it is evident to every man of 
the least observation, that Kansas must inevitably 
come into tbe Union in a abort space of time 
witb a free State constitution. All the other 
Territories of the country are organized. Under 
the happy act of 1850, New Mexico and Utah 
have been organized. Oregon has become a 
State, and tbe provisions of the Wilmot Proviso 
apply to Washington Territory. To what Terri 
tory can this principle be applied'' I know of 
none Perhaps if it be the destiny of this coun- 
try to pursue a career of conquest; if it be that 
this great Anglo Saxon people are to travel all 
over tbe Continent of America, this principle 
may be of great significance; but I ask you 
if it is of such importance as to justify us in 
going ou iu a course of conduct in the pre- 
sent, which will lead to the separation of tbe 
States? 

I know that I can advance nothing which is 
new to the gentlemen wbo hear me; I know that 
I speak to many men wbo could teach me, and 
from whom I would be but too glad to learn. I 
wish they stood here to teach md I sat among 
you to listen and to learn; but it is not so, and 1 
may speak. Look at our present situation; look 
at the causes that have brought us to our pre- 
sent situation; examine them and see if those 
causes are permanent or temporary; let us gee 
if action of ours can remove those causes, let us 
see i! there be — not au "irrepressible conflict" 
between slave and free labor, (which I say does 
not exist,; — but an "irrepressible conflict" be- 
tween the two states of civilization or society, 
that it is impossible for mortal man to settle or 
prevent 

Permit me briefly to run over the subject. The 
conflict began witb the formation of the gov- 
ernment. 

Why, it is laid down in the Constitution that 
the slave trade, which was once a common aro 
cation, should no longer be prosecuted after 
twenty years, or rather, that your Congress 
might prohibit it after twenty years. A conflict 
began there. All the States were then slave 
holding States. In 1787 the ordinance was 
passed that dedicated tbe N*. W Territory to 
Iree labor. The conflict was then in progress. 
In l -*U upon the application of Missouri for ad 
mission into the Union, the conflict assumed a 
definite form and shape and shook the founda- 
tions of this Union. It was settled by a com 



promise; but in 1833 — 4, the people of the 
Northern Slates sympathizing with those move- 
ments set on foot in Europe founded in a hatred 

of the institution, or in the belief that it was a I out of regard for its own safely, would be 
moral, social and political evil, began anew tbe 
conflict by seuding petitions to Congress to abol 
ish slavery in the District of Columbia and in 
tbe forts and arsenals of the United States. 
When peace was about lobe declared with Met 
ico, and it was evident that territory was to be 
acquired as "indemnity for the past and se 
curity for the future," the WilmOt proviso 
was Introduced into Congress to dedicate all 
that country to freedom. That contention 
lasted until 1850, when the debate on tbe 
compromise measures will show you if these 
were permanent or temporary causes. We 
thought thai controversy was settled by the 
adoptiou of the compromise measures; but in 
1853-4 this conflict between slavery and the 
opponents of slavery broke out again upon the 
repeal of the Missouri Compromise. A party 
was at once organized upon the sole idea of op 
position to slavery. That party speedily ran 
over the Northern States, and it holds, this day, 
nearly all those States in its power. 

What, then, is the cause? It is the belief on 
the part of tbe Northern people, shared in by 
most of the civilized States of Europe, that 
slavery is an evil, socially, morally and politi 
cally. How are you to eradicate such an opinion 
as that? We are told by Mr. Memminger, of 
South Carolina, that secession is tbe remedy. It 
is in vain to point him and his followers to the 
fact that the North is filled with thousands of 
conservative men — that tberc are Everclts and 
Winlbrops to show devotion to the rights of the 
South. They tell us these men say it is an evil, 
and as long as tbey refuse to defeud it upon the 
ground that it is a social, moral and good, tbey 
have given up the defense of slavery, and we 
cannot expect safety from them. They tell 
you the dread alternation is offered us of 
going out of the Union. In his application to 
ibe State of Virginia ou behalf of South Caro-

i)omc the three corners of the worldln arms. 
And we shall shock them." 

But this difference of opinion touching the na- 
ture and character of slavery and its neces- 
sary outgrowth must part us. They tell us so. 

It bss come to that. Mr. Memminger and 
his class of politicians in the South teach an 
"irrepressible conflict" as much as Mr. Sew 
ard and his associates; and as far as the two 
opinions which I have noticed are concerned, 
there is a conflict which is irrepressible. I 
do not, bowerer, regard the- two systems of 
labor as antagonistic. There are many peo- 
ple of the North, and many in Europe, whose 
support is guaranteed by slave labor. The ex- 
ports of the South are two hundred millions of 
dollars, and three or foer millions of the inhabi- 
tants of the North and many more of Europe 
are maintained by it. The shipping of the 
North is maintained in great part by the products 
of the South. A large portion of the Northern 
people would starve at once if they struck out ! 
slave labor'. What would become of English 
civilization without cotton, or of European civ 
ilizalion without the products of slave labor ? — 
I do not believe that they themselves would be 
in favor of striking out slave labor. 1 do not be- 
lieve it is possible to strike it out of existence 
— at least I cannot conceive that it is possible 
within the range of centuries. 

So far from there being a conflict between the 
labor of tbe North and South, there is a wide di- 
versity that makes each system a sjpport to the 
other. As to the nature and character of slavery 
there ever has been, ever will be conflicting 
opinion. 

Suppose we listen to the counsel of South Car 
olina — that Slate which has been gangrened with j 
hate ever since the time of tbe tariff act; tbe • 
State that has stood out like a dark storm bang i 
ing over the Union since 182rf;a State always an- ! 
gry with her sisters— suppose we listeu to her j 
counsel and go out of tbe Union, will thai have i 
a tendency to solten the asperities of a civilized 
world or to change its opinions with regard to the 1 
nature and character ol the institution of Slave 
ryl What man in the North will change his 
opinion? Would not the conflict still rage ' — 
Would not Abolition societies exist, and would 
not Abolition journals still preach their accus- 
tomed doctrines? Would you not still hear from 
Exeter Hall iu England? Would uot the Pope 
of Rome still write eucyclical letters against ill 
Would not every man iu America that now 
raises his voice against Slavery still cry aloud 
iu denunciation'' Yes! All this would con 
tinue, and its force, and perhaps its effect, would 
be increased tenfold. Whenever for gome fan 
cied wrong to Slavery, or whenever lor some fan- 
cied good to result to it from separation, the peo 
pie of the American States break the bonds of 
union, there will be one universal cry of. execra- 
tion go up from the people of the earth to Al 
mighty God that rules in the sky, against the 
institution; every man who dwells on the face of 
the globe, and who has looked to this expert 
mem of self-government as the last hope of man, 
will, in bis prayer to the throne of God, be a foe 
to slavery. 

Again, what blessings shall come from this 
dissolution? Mr. Memmiager tells us that it 
will be forever impossible tor the Southern 
States to extend slavery inside of the Union; 
that we cannot hope to extend the institution of 
Slavery. What prospect of extending would 
there be if we dissolve tbe Uuiou? Would not 
a dissolution of the Uuion once beget diffii-ul 
tien insurmountable to tbe extension of slavery? 
Necessarily this would beget a balance of power 
system in America as in Europe. Each section 

anx 

ious to repress the growth of the other How 
would it be possible for the South to acquire Cu 
ba when there should exist a Northern alliance 
with Spain and England to prevent it? I tell 
you it wold be utterly impossible If it is im- 
possible under the fl.ig of the Union to extend 
the institutions of the South, it would be even 
more impossible outside of the Union. 

What other evil that we complain of would be 
remedied by dissolution? Our friends in the 
cotton growing Stales wbo do not lose one negro 
in fifty thousand, undertake to make great com- 
plaint because of the negroes taken from the bor- 
der Sutes. Would it nut be time for them to 
ask us to go lo a Southern Convention, when 
Kentucky herself, as one of those border States 
thinks that a sufficient ground for secession? — 
Kentucky loses more slaves in a year than Sooth 
Carolina and all tbe cotton States lose in half a 
century. Mason county with more than three 
thousand slaves, utters no such growl against the 
Union; she does not invoke the aid of the South 
because a lew Aboliliouists in the North steal 
her negroes. Why, then, should the extreme 
South urge the complaint? We of the border 
see no remedy for this grievance in making a 
loieign soil, of the uorth bank of the Ohio river. 
On the contrary, the first result of a dissolution 
of tbe Union must be that all the border coun- 
ties of Kentucky must become free counties; we 
could not, for one moment, hold slaves in the 
border counties. Mason county wold be depop 
ulated, and those beautiful lands that are now 
neoplcd with some of the proudest yeomanry the 
sun ever shone upon, would become a desert, and 
the old Virginian and Kentucky farmers would be 
compelled to quit their glorious homes and wan 
der down to some lower world, 

"To that obscure and wild." 
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Una, to appoint delegates to a conference of the 
Southern States, Mr. Memminger takes that 
distinct ground, and with a power of elaboration 
which I much envy him, be proceeds to show 
that it is utterly impossible, in this Union, to 
expect any safety for slavery, or any equality of 
rights for the South, as long as the civilized 
world of the North and of Europe entertains 
the opinion that it is au evil. He, therefore, 
recommended that Virginia should concur in the 
Southern Convention, to conclude ou the best 
mode of protecting tbe South in tile Union, or to 
expedite the manner of going out of it. 

That question then, is a living question, and 
is before you to-day. If you are willing to go 
out of the Union on that ground, you must go 
out, for I tell you that the Northern people 
never will come to the opinion that slavery is a 
blessing either to the North or the South. The 
anti slavery opinion of the North is wound rouud 
the hearts of Northern people; they learned it 
at the mother's knee; it was taught, tbem in tbe 
school house; it is preached from the pulpit; it 
is a part of their every impulse, of their intel- 
lectual, social and religious belief that slavery 
is an evil. You must expect, therefore, a9 long 
as you associate with your brethren of the North, 
that your associations will be with men wbo en 
tertain that opinion. If you cannot associate 
with such, you mii9t prepare to see this Union 
broken in pieces. You must dissolve the Union, 
or like men resolve firmly that no mere opinion 
of your countrymen hostile to slavery shall drive 
you out of it. (Immense applause.) 

It remains to be considered by you whether 
your constitutional rights can be protected iu 
the Union where you are associated with men 
such as 1 have described. I know uot why it 
should not be so. I know not why the days, 
which even so young it mau as 1 have seen, 
should not retnrn, when the North and South 
met at the board or in the council as friends 
and ns colleagues. I know not why this cannot 
be. I pray urdently for its return. I know uot 
what great man, worthy of the love and admir- 
ation of the age — whose name shall live forever 
in the pages of history— shall once more unite 
the people of the States in the fast bonds of a 
common brotherhood; but 1 long for him, for I 
believe this people if they are to remain free 
and happy must remain united until "the crack 
of doom." 

I do not know why in the future, as in the 
past, we cannot lire together in a common love 
and reverence for American Nationality. With 
this conflict in active progress our lathers dwelt 
together.

A large and growing parly, num 
bering hundreds of thousands, anxiously seek a 
dissolution of the Union. That party is confined 
exclusively lo the ranks cf tbe Democracy.-— 
Tbe men wbo represent that party hold tbe offices 
of the Democratic party; they sit in the cabinet; 
they fill foreign missions; such men as gay that 
the Governor of Virginia should be impeached 
for treason if he did not seize the arsenals and 
forts ol the common country, in the event of 
Hie election of a Republican President, fill the 
high places of the party und they tell you plain- 
ly, that they are prepared at any moment to leave 
this confederacy. Your own Senator, (Breckin 
ridge,) made a journey from the capitol to tell 
you from this very stand that the salvation of 
this country depended upon the success of a po 
lilical party. Yes! That party must be continued 
in power, or the hopes of the people of thiscoun 
try and of the world must go out in darkness. — 
He told you lrom this place that the representa- 
tives of sundry states which he named, were pre- 
pared to leave the Union, and that thev bad as- 
sured him they were uot in advance of their own 
people. 1 speak of facts knowu to you all; and 
I do say it is a melancholy and perilous truth, to 
find this large segment of the Democratic party is 
the South openly pledged to disunion 

I am tree to declare that 1 would not stay in 
any party that bad such treason in power. (Im 
meuse cheering.) I say the patriotism or patri 
otic intention of every man and each man of 
that party is lo be called iu question, who will 
consent to see such men as 1 nave spoken of oc 
cupyiug the high posts of authority, and tbe 
principal places in the party. So help me God, 
if the Whig party of Kentucky, or what remains 
of it, and the American party of Kentucky, or 
what remains of it — il this grand body of con- 
servative men would disgrace tbe State by hon- 
oring disuuiouisu*, I would leave it.

slaved! Look at the working of the principle! 
which this party announces. The salvation of| 
the Union depends upon its success! wbo caa 
choose to withhold his support, however odious 
to bim, the conduct, principles and history of the 
party? Who cares for Bank. Tariff, Internal 
Improvement, when the fate of the Union trem- 
bles in the balances. Who stops to count the 
millions squandered to pamper the tools of pow 
er, and to debauch tbe sacred people, when the 
profligate party only can save the last hope for 
the liberty of mankind? What are a poor hun 
dred millions a year, or a thousand millions to 
one who values the Union of these States as I 
do?

I'd not exchange the Union for it. 

A Kentucky patriot believing in this preposter- 
ous claim of that party cannot hesitate. Here in 
my own State how many men have I seen in tbe 
ranks of thai party who yet pretend to be Whigs 
— Henry Clay Whigs! How many now sit To 
the high places In the Sanhedrim of the party, 
who late were singing the praises of Whiggery 
in the ranks of tbe Opposition! What took 
them there? Tbey said they must save their 
country — go for Buchanan to beat Fremont — 
that the election of Fremont would be a dis 
solution of tbe Union, and the only party 
able save the country was tbe Demo 
cratic That was their excuse for voting 
with the party they bad contemned from their 
youth up, even, as I thank God I contemn it to- 
day.

permanent uatur«--and that lliey ire partly ex- 
ecutive and partly judicial in their character. 

For, after the second Saturday, in May, 1661, 
Rnd in every second year thereafter, the Mayor, 
with the advice and foment of laid tteo members, 
is required to appoint a Chief of Police for the 
term of two years— and, tetlA their advice and 
conttnt he is immediately authorised to appoint 
any number of supernumerary watchmen tor a 
term not exceeding two years, aud he is author- 
ized to fill vacancies in the offices of Chief of 
Police and supernumerary watchmen. 

And the Board are authorized to appprove or 
reject the bonds which the various officers elected 
oi appointed under the net are required to give; 
and a failure by any one of the officers, for seven 
days after his election or appointment, to give 
such a bond as the Board will approve, oper- 
ates to vacate the office; and the vacancy thus 
made is to be tilled as other vacancies are to be 
Oiled. 

And the Board are authorized to employ a 
clerk, upon a salary, to keep a record of their 
proceedings — and they are not only authorized to 
summon and attach witnesses, and try, and re 
move or suspend from office the Chief of Police 
or his assistants (who are appointed to office by 
said Board) — but they are authorized to try any 
watchman or any other member of the Police 
force, now or hereafter filling office, (though 
elected threto by the people,) and to remove or 
suspend than from office. And it is provided 
that the pay of tttj icmoved or suspended offi- 
cer shall cease immediately after his removal 
or suspension. 

These important judicial and executive powers 
to be exercised in future in reference to the Chief 
of Police, and the watchmen of the several 
wards io the City of Louisville, are by this act 
jointly conferred upon the Mayor, (who is elected 
for a term by the people) and upon the two asso- 
ciate "discreet persons" — "qualified voters of 
the city" — who by the act are neither to be elec- 
ted for a "term" by the people oor appointed for 
a "term" by the Chancellor. 

Touching these two "discreet persons," the act 
simply provides that the Chancellor shall appoint 
them as members of a Police Board, and hay 
remove them at anv tihe and appoint others, or 
fill vacancies occurring by death, resignation, or 
otherwise Provided, however, that when the 
Mayor ol said city shall belong to the Demo- 
cratic par';, the said appointees shall belong to 
the opposite political party, and, when the said 
Mayor shall belong to the party in opposition to 
the Democratic party, the said appointees shall 
be of the Democratic party; and said apfginte&s 

SHALL Be REMOVED AS OFTEN AS MAT BE NECESSARY 
TO CARRY OUT THIS PROVISION 

It is evident, then, from the act that oue of 
the official qualifications prescribed for said two 
judicial uod executive officers is that they must 
be Democrats if the Mayor belongs to the Op- 
position party, and that they must be of the op- 
posite political party if the Mayor belongs to 
the Democratic party; and not only so, but it is 
also necessary, as a qualification for office, that 
they should continue to be Democrats if the 
Mayor be of opposite politics, or continue to be 
of opposite politics if the Mayor is a Democrat. 

For, if the two "discreet" officers should at 
any time abandon their political party aud join 
the Mayoi's party, or if the Mayor should desert 
bis party and join the party of his two associates, 
the result, in either case, would be to disqualify 
the two associates for their judicial and execu- 
tive duties 

So that their tenure ot office amy at auy time 
be broken either by their own change of opinion 
or by tbe Mayor's change of opinion. 

But their tenure of office is even more frail 
than that. For even though they should man- 
age to preserve a constant antagonism iu politics 
between themselves and the Mayor by changing 
whenever the Mavor changes, aud not cbanginz 
uuless the Mayor changes, they may still be r* 
moved ■< any time by the Chancellor. 

For the act confers upon the Chancellor abso- 
lute mid arbitrary power to remove them at any 
time. It is plain therefore that they are mere 
tenants at will of the appointing power, and that 
they are not elected nor appointed for a term nor 
during good behavior. % 

Now the question is, whether the act requir- 
ing the Chancellor to appoint said two associate 
officers — with such powers as are conferred upon 
them — is a constitutional law. 

This question must be determined before I 
can exercise the power attempted to be given. 
With the mere policy of the law I have of course 
nothing whatever to do. And it behooves me to 
be very cautious in pronouncing an act of tbe 
Legislature to be unconstitutional. 

But I am constrained to the conclusion that 
the act approved February 29th, i «...',, so far 
as it direct* the Chancellor of tbe Louisville 
Chancery Court to appoint, upon the terms there 
in prescribed, the two sssociate member* of the 
Police Board for the city of Louisville, is con- 
trary to the letter, spirit, and fundamental prin- 
ciples of tbe constitution. 

It seems to me that whether the two associate 
officer* be regarded as judicial, or executive, or 
ministerial officers; or whether tbey be regarded 
a* city officers, county officers, or State officers, 
it was not competent lor the Legislature to vest 
in the Chancellor of tbe Louisville Chancery 
Court the power of appointing them during the 
will of the Chancellor and during the eontinu 
uoce of a political antagonism between them and 
the Mayor, and without prescribing any fixed 
term to their office. 

One of the most striking features of the new 
Constitution is, that it prescribes a "term" for 
every permanent office designated in the instru- 
ment; and even in reference to officers for 
towns and cities, and counties and districts not 
specially named, and inferior State officers not 
specially provided for, the instrument expressly 
directs that they »h»ll be elected or appointed for 
definite "terms." 

Thus, article C, cectiou ti, aaya that "officers 
for towns and cities shall be elected for such 
terms and in such manner, aud with such quali- 
fications as may be prescribed by law." 

And section 10, of the same article, says that 
"the General Assembly may provide for the 
election or appointment for a term not exceed- 
ing four years, of such other county or district 
ministerial and executive officers as shall from 
time to time be necessary and proper." 

And article 3, section 25, says "that inferior 
officers, not specially provided for in this Consti 
tution, msy be appoiuted oreleeted in such man 
ner a* shail be prescribed bv law, for a term not 
exceeding four years." 

And article 8, section 11, save that "all civil 
officers for the Commonwealth at large shall re- 
side within the State, and all districts, county, or 
town officers within ther respective districts, 
counties, or towns, (trustees of town excepted; — 
and shall keep their offices at such places therein 
as may be prescribed by law " 

And article 13, section 28, says "that the Gen 
rral Assembly shall not create any office the ap- 
pointment to which shall be for a longer time 
than for a term of yean"— thns changing the 
proviaiou of the old Constitution which prohibi- 
ted the General Assembly from creating anv of- 
fice, the appointment to which should be for a 
longer time than during good behavior. 

Now it seems to me thtt the two associate of- 
ficers who are to act with tbe Mayor are invest 
ed with judicial as well a* ejecufiee powers — and 
that they are officers for the city of Louisville — 
and aa such ihat they should both be elected by 
the people and for some defined period of time 
— in other words, for a term of yean. But if I 
am mistaken supposing. that tbey are officers for 
the city of Louisville, they must then certainly 
be officers either of a county, or a district, or 
the State; and whether they be one or the other 
the letter and spirit of the constitution require 
that they should be appointed for a term of years, 
and not during good behavior, nor during the 
will of the Chancellor, nor during their con tinu 
ance in Democracy, or Whiggery, or American 
ism, or Republicanism, or Northern, Southern, or 
middle disnuionism, or during the holding of anv 
set of opinions ot whatever character — either 
political or religious. 

It was just as competent for the Legislature 
to prescribe a particular set of religious opin 
ions as a qualification for office as to prescribe a 
particular set of political opinions. It was just 



peued te be a Catholic ,uuu vice vena,; astoi - 
declare by law that the Chancellor should appoint j 
two discreet persons who are Democrats, if the 
Mayor happened to belong to the Opposition par- 
ty (and vice versa.) In the one case religious 
freedom would be infringed, and in the other case 
political freedom is infringed. Accordiug to the 
bill of rights, civil rights, privileges, or capacities 
can not be diminished or enlarged on account of a 
man's religion. And according to the bill ot 
rights no man or set of men are entitled to ex 
elusive privileges but in consideration of public 
services. And by the constitution al! elections 
are to be free and equal — and absolute arbitrary 
power exists no where in a Republic. And it 
does seem to me that to make a man's qualifi 
cation for office depend upon his political opin- 
ions and party, is a pros* perversion of that ex- 
pression in the constitution which reserves to tbe 
Legislature the power of prescribing by law tbe 
qualifications of a certain class of officers 

For these reasons and others that could be 
mentioned, I must decline that portion of politi- 
co equity jurisdiction which the act of the 29th
